Prom oiic cud of the Dom 
inion io tho other, Canadian pres.-, 
carrying the words o| gludncaa t 0 th 
eagerly waiting thousands. Kadlu 
and wireless have spread iho |)ur . 
sonnel of a body that lu the very es- 
sence of activity. Telegram* are com- 
ing from every socrion of tin, con- 
tinent to congratulate tho primo min- 
ister on what lias been duo of the 
greatest strokes uf 
in the 'a.-it 50 years, 
be one of the liinsi 
its kind and, the 
scnting as they do 
the Dominion, will work It l.s atate.l 
for the welfiiro of every section or 
Canada and will remain, unlike tho 
previous cabinets, one of the master 
strokor. of clear and sane Rational 
ism. 

Stamping un feet, shoutins hoarse, 
y, despite the fact that the mercury 
stood below the ïero mark, an en- 
ormous crowd which blocked ihe 
traffic on Sherbrooke street [or up- 
wards of an hour and a half gather- 
ed last nighl at seven o'clock lo hear 
tho cabinet appointments coin- 
through a loud speaker especially 
placed M the Union by tho McOiU Dally 
for the cflprenience of its readers. 
The i J :ght Honorable Arthur Lloyd 
premier and leader of the Rational 
party standing before the micro- 
phone at Station BARÀRA on the 
summit of Mount Roya;. made the 
stupendous announcements and as 
each cam* through the ether the 
cawd burst into prolonged and voci- 
ferous aheering. There was no static 
noticeable at all, In view of the clar- 
ity of the atmosphere and oven If 
there had been the crowd would 
have taken anything, considering tin- 
pitch of enthusiasm it. was In. 

Prom coaat to coast the cheerful 
message was carried to the very re- 
mote Yukon, Into the grimy gulches 
where men are men and beasts are 
beasts. Up in their Igloos the coo 
ing Eskimos heard and globbled Uioir 
de'.ight. In the far West (B.C.) ail 
activity ceased for three minutes 
until the complete announcement was 
made. In Winnipeg there, was near 
ly a riot hh the various theatres 
stopped their films and flashed on 
the screen the personnel oi' the cab- 
inet while in Northern Ontario stocks 
jumped to tho highest mark in ten 
years. Away down in the Maritime; 
there was a. sudden change for tlio 
better in the shipping Industry while 
on the streets of London, ISng'.nnd 
loud speakers everywhere were sing- 
ing out the appointments. Lloyd 
scored not only a personal triumph 
but a national one. 

The added fact that, seven derm: 
ers are to be chosen at the session 
which will be held Wednesday even 
ing instead of Thursday and will 
take place it , the old parliament 
buildings in the. Union culled I'orlh 
an enthusiastic manifestation on the 
pari, of tli ose assemblé when the 
announcement, was made. 

The speech delivered by the Prime 
Minister ia here given verbatim. He 
said: 

"It is with the greatest, of pleasure 
that I present to you through the 
medium that science has placed at 
my disposa] the personnel of a cab- 
inet, which I hope will meet, with 
your approval. In announcing this 
cabinet I might, say thai. I spent a 
groat deal of time preparing it and 
1 am certain tha.t I have placed Ihe 
right men in the right jobs.

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THE VALUE OF ASSOCIATION 



The» impr^riftacc of environment upon the adolescent boy was 
one of many interesting topics touched upon by Mr. John Lewis 
Paton reeving Headmaster of the Manchester Grammar School 
in a talk given recently at ihe Univcrsity.ln a more recent address, 
the same speaker laid great emphasis on the fact that team play 
was a great factor in the make-up of a man's character. 

These two great points, environment and te.^m play, may 
easily be linked together. The effects of environment make them- 
selves felt from public school days; at high school, association with 
one's fellows begins to be productive of results. At the university, 
association is perhaps one of the most important courses offered. 
• The spirit of team play that is productive of so fine results can 
only be obtained by association with one's fellows, and by an 
understanding of them. It is for this reason that, the man who 
keeps to himself, who is never seen outside the classroom or the 
library is unable to pull well with his fellow students. He doe<s not 
. understand the meaning of the term team-play, he never becomes 
imbued with the spirit of which it is so certain to be productive. 
On only the rarest- of occasions does such a person contribute 
anything of value to the generation in which he lives. And the 
fault is entirely his. 

, In very early youth, possibly even, in his teens, the force of 
circumstances may have made it impossible for him- to enjoy good 
company, and to exchange thoughts and views with? .others from 
whom he might derive benefit. But at college, innumerable .op- 
portunities are being offered him to agree or disag'reçj^ith hun- 
dreds of others who are his equals. ,; T i£ 

If a student of this type neglects to take advantage of the 
opportunities which association offers him, and he is unable to 
derive any of Ihe durable benefits of the spirit of team-play that 
would be the inevitable result, he is himself at fault. He is one 
of those who are deserving of our pity rather than our scorn.
